A grey sky and light rain pro¬ 
vided a fitting backdrop for 
Roberta Lingua’s visit to the 
Fairview Lawn Cemetery on 
Thursday, the final resting 
place for 121 Titanic victims.

On Saturday, a candlelit pro¬ 
cession will begin at the Mari¬ 
time Museum of the Atlantic 
at 7:30 p.m to commemorate 
those victims. A horse-drawn 
carriage with a period-style 
casket and pallbearers will lead 
the procession. 

Immediately following is a 
Titanic Eve event at Grand Pa¬ 
rade from 9:30 p.m. to 12:30 
a.m. and will feature more 
than 20 performers, including 
members of the RCMP Pipes 
and Drums band. On Sunday, 
the day the ship sank, a Titanic 
spiritual ceremony will be held 
in the Fairview cemetery from 
3 to 4:30 p.m.

Sentencing. 

Amanda Greene to 
learn fate for role 
in killing of former 
boyfriend Friday

Amanda Greene wanted her 
ex-boyfriend to feel her pain. 

But she said she didn’t ex¬ 
pect her new boyfriend, Kyle 
Gowan, to kill Dillon Jewett. 

In the statement of facts 
read in the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Thursday 
and by her own testimony, 
Greene wanted revenge for 
physical abuse she said she 
suffered from Jewett when 
they lived together in 2009. 
She was also angry at Jewett 
over an abortion. 

Greene, now 20, was 18 at 
the time of Jewett’s murder. 

Greene and Jewett met at 
a Tim Hortons late Septem¬ 
ber 2010, over a year after 
they broke up. Then a week 
later, she drove 18-year- 
old Jewett out to a remote 
spot by a quarry in Mount 
Uniacke after midnight on 
Oct. 3, 2010. She texted 
Gowan and he told her to roll 
down Jewett’s window. 

Jewett’s body, face down, 
was discovered later that day 


by ATV riders. 

Police said Jewett was shot 
three times - first in the back 
of the head and twice on the 
right side of his head. A .22 
calibre rifle was recovered at 
the scene along with Jewett’s 
bag with personal items in it. 

A spent casing was discov¬ 
ered by his left foot. 

Greene, who according to 
the facts, at first denied to 
police she met with Jewett 
that night, testified Thurs¬ 
day she just wanted Jewett 
beaten. 

“Kyle and whoever else he 
had with him was going to 
beat him up,” she said. 

Greene and Jewett dat¬ 
ed for two years and lived 
together for about seven 
months. 

“He slammed my head 
into the wall a few times,” 
she told the court Thursday, 
adding Jewett also pushed 
her around and “choked her 
out.” 

A psychiatrist diagnosed 
her with post-traumatic 
stress disorder, but there is 
some disagreement about 
that. 

Defence lawyer Brian 
Smith said she had PTSD 
from the alleged physical 
abuse, but the Crown argued 
the diagnosis doesn’t relate 
to the alleged abuse. 

“There was a part of me 
that just never got over it,” 
Greene testified Thursday. 



Crime and punishment 


Crown asks 
forl2years 

A Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
Justice will deliver a sentence 
for Amanda Greene’s guilty 
plea of manslaughter Friday 
at noon. 

On Thursday, Crown attor¬ 
ney Alison Brown requested 
a 12-year prison term with a 
lifetime prohibition from fire¬ 


arms and a mandatoiy DNA 
requirement. Brown called Je¬ 
wett’s murder “senseless” and 
“incomprehensible.” 

“This was no spontaneous 
act, was a premeditated as¬ 
sault,” she said. “It’s clear ven¬ 
geance was on the mind of 
Amanda Greene.” 

Brian Smith, Greene’s law¬ 
yer, asked the court for the 
minimum sentence of four 
years for his client. 


Given her youth, lack of 
a prior criminal record and 
her plans to continue with 
her post-secondary education, 
Smith argued the minimum 
sentence was appropriate. 

“She has a tough road 
ahead of her,” he said. 

Smith also asked Greene 
be credited for the 111 
days she spent in custody 
before being granted bail.

Victim’s family goes from loving Greene to hating her 



Anger, hatred and soul¬ 
cutting betrayal was at the 
heart of the victim impact 
statements read by family 
members of Dillon Jewett 
Thursday. 

“Even though Kyle 
(Gowen has admitted to 
pulling the trigger, I hate 
Amanda more,” said Jewett’s 
mother, Laureena Laffin. 

Family members spoke of 
Amanda Greene as the love 
of Jewett’s life, who shared 
Christmases and family din¬ 
ners and who read the eu¬ 
logy at Jewett’s funeral. 


Laffin told the court her 
family protected and sup¬ 
ported Greene in the after- 
math. 

“When I heard she was 
arrested, my heart was 
broken,” Laffin said. 

She said she’s lost 
weight, lost her job and had 
to sell her car. She said she 
feels so lost without him, 
she’s “useless.” But she 
said she has to “suck it up” 
and put on a brave front for 
her younger son because Je¬ 
wett would have wanted her 
to.

Jewett’s aunt, Corrinna 
Nunn, said Greene is her 
“constant nightmare.” 

Jewett’s little brother, 
12-year-old Dawson, wrote a 
statement that was read in 
court by the Crown. 


He painted a picture of 
Jewett as his “best friend,” 
someone to take him to the 
movies, catch frogs and bug 
him sometimes. 

“I wish he was here now, 
I’d even let him pick on 
me,” Dawson wrote. 

“He won’t be here when 
I need him ... you are a 
monster and I hate you, you 
witch.” 

Greene sat still through¬ 
out the statements, barely 
moving and displaying no 
signs of emotion.

Fraud. Former Tory 
cabinet minister pleads 
guilty to charges from 
MLA expense scandal

A former Tory cabinet min¬ 
ister pleaded guilty to fraud 
over $5,000 and breach of 
trust by a public official 
inside a Nova Scotian court¬ 
room Thursday morning. 

Richard Hurlburt, one of 
four politicians charged in 
the MLA expense scandal, 
appeared at the Yarmouth 
Justice Centre at 9:30 a.m. 
He wore a suit and did not 
speak or express any emo¬ 
tion as his lawyer entered 
his plea. 

Accompanied by his 
wife, Nancy, he stopped 
outside the courtroom after 
his 15-minute appearance 
to deliver an apology to the 
community he had served. 

“Today I entered a guilty 
plea on the charges and I 


am taking full responsibil¬ 
ity of my actions,” he said. 

“I also want to apologize 
to my wife, my family and 
friends, and I thank them 
for their continued love and 
support. I want to apolo¬ 
gize to the constituents of 
Yarmouth for any hardship 
that is put onto the con¬ 
stituents of Yarmouth and 
all of Nova Scotians.” 

He did not take any 
questions. In exchange for 
Thursday’s guilty pleas, 
three charges of uttering 
forged documents were 
dropped as they were 
covered by the offences 
he admitted to. He is to be 
sentenced on July 5. 

“I will be making a sen¬ 
tencing submission based 
on the aggravating and 
mitigating circumstances in 
this case,” said Crown attor¬ 
ney Andrew Macdonald. 

Macdonald would not 
say if he would ask for jail 
time. 

Thursday marked the 
first time Hurlburt ap¬ 
peared in court since being 
charged almost two years 
ago. 


Background 

ofevents 

First elected in 1999, Richard 
Hurlburt was re-elected in 
2003 and 2006 and served 
as the natural resources 
and energy minister. The 
MLA expense scandal broke 
in February 2010 after 
provincial auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe released 
a bombshell report that 
revealed what he described 
as excessive and inappropri¬ 
ate spending of constituency 
funds between July 2006 to 
June 2009. 

Hurlburt quit politics 
soon after the report was 
released. Lapointe found 
Hurlburt spent $7,995 in 
public money on a generator 
installed in his home. 

He initially defended the 
purchase as a valid expense, 
saying it could be used in 
emergencies by a nearby sen¬ 
iors’ home and for ground 
search and rescue teams. He 
later apologized and said he 
had reimbursed taxpayers. 



Supporters say they’d vote for ex-cabinet minister again 


Nearly a dozen supporters 
turned out to back Richard 
Hurlburt on Thursday. 

Hurlburt spoke with sev¬ 
eral of them as he arrived at 
the Yarmouth Justice Centre 
and shook hands with other 
people appearing before the 
court. 

Pat Duffus-Harris said she 
stood by her former MLA. “He 
has paid back the money,” she 
said. “I would vote for him in a 
New York minute.” 

Sinclair Crosby is the long¬ 
time chairman of the local 


Progressive Conservative party 
and worked with Hurlburt for 
years. Crosby said Hurlburt, 
who was a cabinet minister in 
the John Hamm government, 
had done so much good it out¬ 
weighed his wrongdoings. 

“If Richard decided he 
wanted to run for the party 
again, as chairman of the 
party for over 50 years, I’d 
back him 100 per cent,” he 
said. “Everybody makes mis¬ 
takes. He made a mistake and 
he is man enough to stand up 
and admit he made that mis¬ 


take and he’s willing to take 
the consequences.” 

Crosby said it hurt the 
party, but that it would rebuild 
and win the seat back in the 
next election. 

Hurlburt billed $8,000 for a 
generator he claimed was for a 
local seniors home, but which 
he stored at his home. 

He also spent thousands 
of dollars on a high-end tele¬ 
vision. Lawyers would not say 
what the fraud he was con¬ 
victed of referred to.

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Provincial promise 


HST reduction 
included in 
proposed 
legislation 

The province’s promise to 
repeal a two percentage 
point increase in the har¬ 
monized sales tax has been 
included in its Financial 
Measures Act. 

The legislation tabled 
Thursday by Finance Min¬ 
ister Graham Steele would 
enshrine into law proposed 
one percentage point cuts 
to the HST in 2014 and 
2015. 

Another amendment 
to the Income Tax Act 
introduced Thursday would 
legislate the half percentage 
point reduction in the small 
business tax to 3.5 per cent, 
as included in the spring 
budget. That would take 
effect Jan. 1. 

The Financial Measures 
Act is introduced each year 
and includes measures in 
the provincial budget that 
have to be legislated. 

Steele says the Financial 
Measures Act also includes 
legislation to change the 
governance of the prov¬ 
ince’s largest public sector 
pension plan and the Nova 
Scotia Pension Agency. 

Under the proposed 
changes, the Public Service 
Superannuation Plan would 
be transferred from a sole 
trustee — the finance min¬ 
ister — to a joint trustee¬ 
ship composed of employ¬ 
ers, employees and retirees 
after a one-year transition 
period. 

The other change would 
see the Nova Scotia Pension 
Agency devolve from an 
agency of the government 
to a non-profit corporation 
that would administer all 
plans currently served by 
the agency, the Canadian press

Premier dismisses 
union call for 
education minister’s 
resignation 


Premier Darrell Dexter took 
aim at the province’s teach¬ 
ers union Thursday, saying 
their call to dismiss the 
education minister over her 
handling of budget cuts was 
not worthy of discussion. 

Dexter’s volley was the 
latest development in a sim¬ 
mering dispute over educa¬ 
tion funding that flared 
after a school board an¬ 
nounced it was laying off all 
of its librarians in response 
to budget cuts. 

On Thursday, Alexis 
Allen, president of the Nova 
Scotia Teachers Union, said 
Education Minister Ramona 
Jennex has failed to advo¬ 
cate for the education sys¬ 
tem at the cabinet table and 
should be removed from 
her portfolio. 


Teachers union Ted up’ 


"We are fed up, 
in all honesty.”

“We need someone in 
there that will fight for pub¬ 
lic education,” Allen said. 
“We are not seeing it in this 
minister.” 

Allen also accused 
Jennex of interfering in the 
budget deliberations of the 
Chignecto-Central Regional 
School Board after the min¬ 
ister ordered it on Wed¬ 
nesday to stop its planned 
layoffs of all of its librar¬ 
ians, pending a provincial 
review. 

Allen said the union 
was also unhappy that 52 
teaching positions at the 
board were on the chopping 
block, even though the bulk 
of the cuts would likely be 
realized through attrition. 

“What we are seeing for 


the last two years is noth¬ 
ing but cuts and draconian 
measures,” she said. “We 
are fed up in all honesty.” 

Dexter said the union’s 
resignation call was “really 
not worthy of comment.” 

He said the union has 
shown that it is not inter¬ 
ested in helping with chan¬ 
ges that are needed because 
of the province’s decline in 
student enrolment. 

“They are only going to 
defend the status quo and 
that’s not acceptable,” said 
Dexter, adding that he ex¬ 
pected more leadership 
from the union. 

Jennex said she was dis¬ 
appointed with the union’s 
position given her 30 years 
of experience as a class¬ 
room teacher prior to en¬ 
tering politics. 

She said she wasn’t go¬ 
ing to resign. 

“I am very engaged in 
making sure that we pro¬ 
vide appropriate education 
for every child in this prov¬ 
ince,” Jennex said.

He has been active in a 
number of community or¬ 
ganizations, including the 
Nova Scotia Army Cadet 
League and a the downtown 
development association in 
his hometown.

It wasn’t Deborah Franklin’s 
first visit to the final resting 
place of 121 of Titanic’s victims, 
but this time was different. 

“It’s veiy solemn and a time 
to reflect,” said Franklin of Mid¬ 
land, Texas, standing in front 
of a row of unmarked graves at 
the Fairview Lawn Cemeteiy in 
Halifax on Thursday. 

Franklin said she’s always 
been interested in the story of 
the Titanic. In fact, she made a 
trip to Halifax last October to 
visit the same graveyard. 

“But it just seems different 
this time,” said Franklin, one 
of 440 passengers of a Titanic- 
themed cruise ship. 

The Azamara Journey, 
which left New York earlier this 
week, brought hundreds of pas¬ 
sengers from around the world 
to tide region Thursday as part 
of its journey to the Titanic’s 
wateiy grave on its 100th an- 
niversaiy. 

Halifax is inked in the ship’s 
itinerary because of its role in 
the aftermath of the disaster. 
Bodies that were recovered at 
sea were brought to the city, 
many of which now rest at the 
Fairview cemeteiy. 

People, young and old, 
walked through the graveyard 
carrying umbrellas and snap¬ 
ping photos. Colourful flowers

and stuffed animals could be 
seen at the base of several 
graves, most of which were 
void of names but bared the 
date of the Titanic’s sinking: 
April 15, 2012. 

For Frank Birmingham, it’s 
the victims’ unknown stories 
that brought him aboard the 
cruise. 

“They couldn’t identify 
these bodies because of the 
time period,” said Birmingham 
of Florida, pointing to the un¬ 
marked graves. “No one knows 
who they are.” 


Some of the ship’s passen¬ 
gers also stopped in at Five Fish¬ 
ermen Restaurant and Grill, 
which was a funeral home at 
the time of the disaster, while 
others perused Titanic exhibits 
at the Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic. 

The ship will set sail again 


Friday and will continue on to 
conduct a memorial service at 
the spot in the Atlantic Ocean 
where the Titanic sank. Along 
the way, passengers will listen 
to lectures about life on board 
the ship. 

The Journey is one of two 
cruise ships that are part of 


commemoration events mark¬ 
ing the 100th anniversary of 
the legendary ship’s sinking. 

The Titanic left Southamp¬ 
ton, England, bound for New 
York, and more than 1,500 
crew members and passengers 
died when the vessel struck an 
iceberg and sank.

Cable ship importance 
illustrated at museum 


The Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic has unveiled a tempor¬ 
ary new exhibit titled Cable 
Ships: Connecting Halifax to 
Titanic and the World, to mark 
the 100th anniversary of the 
sinking of the famous ship. 

Halifax has a significant 
connection to the sinking of 
the Titanic. It was the cable 
ships from Halifax, the Maclcay- 
Bennett and Minia, that were 
sent by the White Star line to 
look for Titanic victims. 

Most of the recovered bod¬ 
ies are located in three cem¬ 
eteries in Halifax. 

“The victims, many of them 


unidentified, have become 
part of our identity,” said Kim 
Reinhardt, manager of the mu¬ 
seum. 

Cable ships are those that 
use undersea telegraph cables 
for trans-Atlantic communica¬ 
tion. 

One way the exhibit illus¬ 
trates the role and history 
of cable ships are with video 
animations that teach visitors 
about undersea cables. The ani¬ 
mations were made by Digital 
Media Design students from 
the Centre for Arts and Tech¬ 
nology. 

Another section of the ex¬ 


hibit is a wall with images of 
crewmen who worked on cable 
ships and quotes describing life 
on them. 

This is another way the ex¬ 
hibit makes accessible the role 
of cable ships in history, said 
Gerry Lund, curator of inter¬ 
pretation for the museum. 

“It’s using those images 
effectively, and choosing the 
kinds of quotes that give the 
visitor who may never have 
even heard of a cable ship pre¬ 
viously, just a view into what 
those cable ships must have 
been like,” he said.

Manitoba to 
appeal assault 
sentencing 


Graham James. 

Victims of sexual 
abuse by ex-hockey 
coach applaud appeal 


Victims of Graham James say 
Manitoba’s Justice Department 
is doing the “right thing” by ap¬ 
pealing the two-year sentence 
handed to the former hockey 
coach who sexually abused two 
of his teenage players hundreds 
of times. 

James was sentenced last 
month for sexually assaulting 
former NHL star Theo Fleury 
and his cousin, Todd Holt, 
when they played for him in 
the Western Hockey League in 
the 1980s and ’90s. The sen¬ 
tence, handed down by Win¬ 
nipeg Judge Catherine Carlson, 
prompted widespread outrage 
from both James’s victims and 
the public. Under the sentence, 
James could apply for parole 
and be released by the end of 
the year. 

Holt said he had mixed 
emotions because he thought

the James case was closed. But 
he said, overall, he’s happy the 
sentence is being appealed. 

“I think this is a decision 
made by all of us, eveiy person 
out there who thought that the 
two-year sentence was awful,” 
said Holt in an interview.

It was a 
travesty. If people are trying to 
correct that, it would be great.” 

Even if the appeal isn’t suc¬ 
cessful, Holt said it sends an im¬ 
portant message to other child 
molesters and victims.

Social issues heat up 
Alberta election debate 



The Conservatives’ tough-on- 
crime agenda is weakened 
by federal budget cuts, the 
union representing border 
guards said Thursday. 

Union officials say chop¬ 
ping $143 million from the 
Canada Border Services 
Agency budget over the next 
three years will hamper its 
ability to catch child pornog¬ 
raphy, drugs and terrorists at 
the border. 

The cuts represent more 
than 1,300 jobs, including 


Federal lawyers were set to 
argue in a Montreal court¬ 
room Friday that an injunc¬ 
tion protecting long-arm 
registry data should be lifted. 

A Quebec Superior Court 
justice agreed last week to or¬ 
der a delay in the deletion by 
Ottawa of registiy data origin¬ 
ating from Quebec.

Abortion 
funding among the hot 
topics of the Alberta 
election campaign 
candidates debate 


Alberta’s leaders debate heated 
up Thursday when Wildrose 
Leader Danielle Smith reiter¬ 
ated she has no plans to legis¬ 
late on abortion and again 
hammered at Premier Alison 
Redford, accusing her of fear- 
mongering on the issue. 

Smith, who just recently 
revealed she is personally pro- 
choice, has been fighting fears 
that the social-conservative 
wing of her party would use 
new citizen-initiated referen¬ 
dum rules to overturn con¬ 
tentious issues such as public 
funding for abortion. 

During the debate, she in¬ 
sisted her party will neverthe¬ 
less support citizen-initiated 
referendums because it is a 
way for citizens to have a say. 

“It’s nothing but fear-mon- 
gering by a government that is 


on the run and worried about 
its opposition and competi¬ 
tion,” Smith charged. 

“The reason it has come up 
is because the Wildrose has 
talked about doing it — it’s 
part of their party platform,” 
Redford retorted. “Three weeks 
ago, we heard from this leader 
that her personal views didn’t 


matter. Then we heard that 
she would take her marching 
orders from her party. Then 
we heard that her caucus was 
important, then we heard her 
own personal views. 

“I will tell you that in our 
view, a Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive view, everyone in our cau¬ 
cus, takes the view that these 


matters have been settled. 
They do not need to be raised 
again.” 

But Raj Sherman of the 
Liberals said Redford has no 
moral authority on the subject 
because her government has 
sanctioned the bullying of doc¬ 
tors. 

NDP Leader Brian Mason 
said that in the United States, 
such referendums allow spe¬ 
cial interest groups to impose 
their views on the majority. 

“The Americanization of 
our political system that the 
Wildrose prefers with citizen- 
initiated referenda and so on 
allows special interests to hi¬ 
jack the political agenda, be¬ 
cause it is not usually the cit¬ 
izen themselves, the ordinary 
person.” 

Smith has also come under 
fire for her party’s position 
on so-called conscience rights 
— the concept that public 
workers should be allowed to 
opt out of their sworn duties, 
such as performing abortions 
or marrying gay couples, if the 
work runs counter to their reli¬ 
gious or moral beliefs.

A grand jury in Lubbock, 
Texas indicted Clayton F. Os- 
bon on one count of interfer¬ 
ence of a flight crew — the 
same charge he’s been held 
on since shortly after the 
March 27 incident. 

Osbon’s attorney, Dean 
Roper, declined to comment. 

Witnesses on Flight 191 
say Osbon ran through the 
cabin yelling about Jesus and 
al-Qaida. 

The first officer locked 
him out of the cockpit and

passengers wrestled the cap¬ 
tain to the floor.

The offence 
is defined as assaulting or in¬ 
timidating the crew. 

Investigators say Osbon 
told his co-pilot, "things just 
don’t matter,” and rambled 
incoherently about religion 
shortly after the flight depart- 


hasn’t done enough to help 
his daughter. 

John McDonald says he 
understands that Canada can’t 
really interfere with another 
country’s laws, but he says Ot¬ 
tawa can’t ignore “civil rights 
violations.”

Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon said Thursday that 
his brief visit to Cuba was a 
“re-encounter” between two 
nations whose long history 
of friendship has hit some 
bumps in recent years. 

The morning after meet¬ 
ing with Cuban President 
Raul Castro and other top of¬ 
ficials, Calderon said the two 
men discussed co-operation 
in the petroleum sector. 

Oil officials from the two 
countries signed a non-bind¬ 
ing letter of intent to work 
together. State-run Petroleos 
Mexicanos will “evaluate 
the possibility of participat¬ 
ing and investing in the ex¬ 


ploration and exploitation of 
hydrocarbons in Cuba in the 
blocs adjacent to Mexico’s ex¬ 
clusive zone,” Calderon said. 

They also agreed to boost 
sporting and health exchan¬ 
ges, and discussed Mexico’s 
opposition to the 50-year-old 
U.S. economic and financial 
embargo against Cuba. 

“These have been two 
extraordinary days for Cuba 
and for Mexico in that their 
mutual affection has been 


rediscovered,” Calderon told 
reporters in Cuba. 

Calderon’s six-year term 
ends later this year. 

In 2009, Fidel Castro al¬ 
leged that Mexico was hold¬ 
ing back information about 
the swine flu outbreak. 

The following year the for¬ 
mer Cuban leader suggested 
that Calderon had actually 
lost his 2006 election to left¬ 
ist Andres Manuel Lopez Ob-

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Muzzle. Free-speech group 
announces award winners 


The Thomas Jefferson Center 
for the Protection of Free Ex¬ 
pression announced Thursday 
its “Muzzle” awards. 

The centre in Charlottes¬ 
ville, Va., bestows the Muzzles 
annually to mark the April 13 
birthday of its namesake, a free- 
speech advocate and the na¬ 
tion’s third president. 

Centre director Josh Wheel¬ 
er says several of the 2012 win¬ 
ners earned their Muzzles for 
engaging in viewpoint censor¬ 
ship, which the First Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution 
prohibits. 

Florida Gov. Rick Scott and 
the state’s legislature won its 
Muzzle for adopting a National 
Rifle Association-backed law 
that largely prohibits phys¬ 
icians from asking patients 
about firearms in their homes 
or discussing gun safety. 

The U.S. State Department 
won a Muzzle for disinviting a 
Palestinian political cartoonist 
from a government-sponsored 
conference that was to highlight 
the importance of free speech 
and freedom of the press.

Neighbourhood-watch vol¬ 
unteer George Zimmerman 
made his first court appear¬ 
ance Thursday on a second- 
degree murder charge in the 
shooting death of Trayvon 
Martin. 

His hair was shaved down 
to stubble and he had a thin 
goatee, which appeared con¬ 
sistent with his booking photo 
from the day before. 

He had resurfaced Wednes¬ 
day to turn himself in after 
weeks in hiding. 

Judge Mark E. Herr said he 
found probable cause to move 
ahead with the case and that 
an arraignment would be held 
on May 29 before another 
judge. 

The prosecutors must 
prove Zimmerman’s shoot¬ 
ing of Martin was rooted in 
hatred or ill will and counter 
his claims that he shot Mar¬ 
tin to protect himself while 
patrolling his gated commun¬ 
ity in the Orlando suburb of 
Sanford. 

Zimmerman’s lawyers 
would only have to prove by a 
preponderance of evidence — 
a relatively low legal standard 
— that he acted in self-defence 
at a pretrial hearing to prevent 
the case from going to trial. 

Martin’s parents expressed 
relief over the decision to pros¬ 
ecute the person who shot 
their son. 

“The question I would 
really like to ask him is, if he 


could look into Trayvon’s eyes 
and see how innocent he was, 
would he have then pulled the 
trigger? Or would he have just 
let him go on home?” said his 
father, Tracy Martin. 

Many attorneys said they 
had expected the prosecutor 
to opt for the lesser charge 
of manslaughter. The most 
severe homicide charge, first- 
degree murder, is subject to 
the death penalty in Florida 
and requires premeditation — 
something all sides agreed was 
not present in this case. 

“I predicted manslaugh¬ 
ter, so I’m a little surprised,” 
said Michael Seigel, a former 
federal prosecutor who now 
teaches law at the University 
of Florida. “But she has more 


facts than I do.” 

Mark O’Mara, Zimmer¬ 
man’s attorney, said his client 
would plead not guilty and in¬ 
voke Florida’s so-called “stand 
your ground” law, which gives 
people wide latitude to use 
deadly force rather than re¬ 
treat during a fight. 

The confrontation took 
place in a gated community 
where Martin was staying with 
his father and his father’s fian¬ 
cee. Martin was walking back 
in the rain from a convenience 
store when Zimmerman spot¬ 
ted him and called police. He 
followed the teenager despite 
being told not to by a police 
dispatcher and the two got 
into a struggle.

In the days following Vic¬ 
toria Stafford’s disappear¬ 
ance, the man accused of 
killing her was “constantly 
checking the news” about 
the story, court in London 
heard Thursday. 

Michael Rafferty’s trial 
is hearing from a long 
string of former girlfriends 
and female friends, many 
of whom were seeing him 
around the time of Tori’s 
April 8, 2009, death. 

Sarah Hodge testified 
that she met Rafferty on 
the dating website Plenty 
of Fish and first met him in 
person on April 14, 2009. 

Hodge said Rafferty 



talked with her about kid¬ 
napping children, saying 
how abducted kids can grow 
up thinking their abductors 
are their parents. 

He was always checking 


newspaper and TV reports 
about Tori’s disappearance 
and claimed to have “in¬ 
side information” on Tori’s 
mother, Tara McDonald, she 
said. 

Hodge said that at the 
time there was no back seat 
in Rafferty’s car. 

The back seat was gone 
when police arrested 
Rafferty in May 2009, and 
various people have testi¬ 
fied about seeing it in the 
car at points throughout 
the spring of that year. 

But it remains unclear 
whether it was there on 
April 8, the day Rafferty al¬ 
legedly kidnapped Tori in 
his car with Terri-Lynne Mc- 
Clintic. 

Court heard Wednesday 
from an expert witness that 
traces of blood found in the 
back of Rafferty’s car almost 
certainly belonged to Tori.

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Fragile Syrian ceasefire begins 


A fragile ceasefire brokered by 
the UN took hold in Syria on 
Thursday with regime forces 
apparently halting widespread 
attacks on the opposition. 
But scattered violence was re¬ 
ported and the government 
defied demands to pull troops 
back to barracks, drawing criti¬ 
cism from international envoy 
Kofi Annan. 

Annan told the UN Security 
Council that he was “encour¬ 
aged” that the truce appeared 
to be holding but warned the 
Syrian regime has failed to 


implement key demands such 
as withdrawing troops and 
heavy weapons from cities and 
towns. 

He urged the 15-nation 
council to demand that 
President Bashar Assad’s gov¬ 
ernment keep its promises and 
called for the speedy deploy¬ 
ment of an observer mission, 
according to UN diplomats, 
who spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because Annan’s brief¬ 
ing was behind closed doors.

In response to the launch, 
Washington announced it was 
suspending plans to contrib¬ 
ute food aid to the North in 
exchange for a rollback of its 
nuclear programs.

Liftoff. Putin says new

Prime Minister Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin said Thursday his nation 
will spend about $1 billion 
this year alone to build a new 
space launch pad in the far 
east that should ease the Rus¬ 
sian space program’s reliance 
on ex-Soviet neighbour Kaz¬ 
akhstan. 

Putin told government of¬ 
ficials in televised remarks 
Thursday that the first rocket 
launch from the Vostochny 
cosmodrome is set to be con¬ 
ducted by 2015, and in 2018 
it should launch the first 
manned mission. 

Officials have put the total 
cost of the project at about $10 
billion. Putin said Russia will 
continue to use the Soviet-built 
Baikonur launch pad it leases 
from Kazakhstan, but added 
that a new launch facility of 
its own is needed to secure 
the national space program’s

Qatar Airways to order Bombardier jets 


Qatar Airways is in no rush 
to add Bombardier’s CSeries 
aircraft to its growing fleet, 
but will order several busi¬ 
ness jets to expand its exec¬ 
utive service, the airline’s 
CEO said Thursday. 

Alcbar A1 Baker said he 
will announce an order for 
Bombardier’s new Global 
aircraft at next month’s 
Ebace air show in Geneva, 
for delivery around 2016 or 
2017. 

The airline already oper¬ 


ates a fleet of six Bombar¬ 
dier business jets. It hopes 
to eventually offer 10 to 
15 aircraft, but A1 Baker 
wouldn’t say how many 
planes would be included in 
this order. 

Qatar has shelved plans 
to order the CSeries while it 
is busy preparing to receive 
four new aircraft types. The 
company is spending more 
than $50 billion US for 270 
airplanes. 

Nonetheless, A1 Baker re¬ 


mains interested in eventu¬ 
ally ordering 20 to 30 of the 
larger version of the 110- to 
149-seat commercial plane. 

“The CSeries is a very 
good airplane for a niche 
market,” he told reporters 
after a lunch-hour speech. 

“It is very fuel-efficient 
and it is a very technologic¬ 
ally advanced aircraft and 
I’m sure that Bombardier 
will be very successful in 
this venture.”

Chimpanzee. Jane 
Goodall hopes 
new film will spark 
children’s interest in 
animals and nature

Being in the presence of Jane 
Goodall, it’s easy to become in¬ 
spired to embark on some kind 
of save-the-world project. 

After all, Goodall — a 
woman who set out to study 
animals in Africa in 1960, when 
she was just 26 years old — has 
turned a childhood obsession 
with animals into a world-re¬ 
nowned career studying chim¬ 
panzees, and a global conserva¬ 
tion institute bearing her name. 

“When I was a little girl of 
10 ... I fell in love with Tarzan 
and was furiously jealous when 
he married that other Jane,” 
she jokes while in Toronto, 
helping Disney promote its film 


Chimpanzee, which opens next 
Friday. Chimpanzee follows 
the true story of an orphaned 
chimp named Oscar. 

While Goodall was not dir¬ 
ectly involved with the pro¬ 
duction of the film, she knew 
the crew. “I think the amazing 
thing about this film is that we 
know Disney, we know Bambi, 
and this film itself... might have 
been scripted by somebody do¬ 
ing a chimpanzee Bambi.” 

But the storyline was any¬ 
thing but scripted. In fact, the 
initial plan was to follow the 
life of a chimp — who the crew 
named Oscar — and observe 
him develop in his commun¬ 
ity. When Oscar’s mother sud¬ 
denly died, the crew panicked. 
“They thought the whole film 
was destroyed ... [that they 
had] wasted six months filming 
a chimp who’s [all but] dead,” 
said Goodall. 

Lucky for Oscar (and the film 
crew), the top-ranking male in 
the group of chimps was a bit 
of a softie under his gruff exter¬ 
ior and took the young chimp 
under his care. “I cannot believe 


how this all unravelled” says 
Goodall. 

Today, between being a UN 
messenger of peace and educat¬ 
ing the world about the plight 
of chimpanzees, Goodall, 78, 
spends 300 days of the year 
on the road, raising awareness 
about conservation issues. 

Goodall has also helped de¬ 
velop a program called Roots & 
Shoots that now has thousands 
of young members in over 130 
countries. Through this pro¬ 
gram, young people are encour¬ 
aged to take on grassroots con¬ 
servation projects. “Children 
are getting more and more 
divorced from nature,” says 
Goodall. “How can you protect 
something if you don’t under¬ 
stand?” 

Goodall says that films like 
Chimpanzee are a first step in 
educating children about na¬ 
ture. “Films like this help kids 
understand that there are crea¬ 
tures out there who are so like 
us and hopefully children will 
come away thinking about that 
and thinking about little Oscar 
as though he’s a cousin.” 


Anthropomorphism 


Human-like? 


Anthropomorphism is giv¬ 
ing human characteristics 
to animals, something that 
Goodall has been criticized 
for in her study of chimpan¬ 
zees. But Goodall feels that 
it’s better to over-anthropo- 
morphize and believe 
animals are more like us 
than to think that we are 
completely different. “What 
really peeved me was that 
scientists were ready to take 
a chimpanzee because bio¬ 
logically they’re so like us, 
sharing 99 per cent of our 
DNA and... subject them 
to all kinds of nasty medical 
procedures ... and they even 
used them to learn about 
depression ... but when it 
came to them sharing an 
emotion, like being happy 
or sad, [the scientists] said 
‘absolutely not.’” 


Gabrielle Union. Actress 
channels her inner bad girl 
and 'thinks like a man’ 



Gabrielle Union has dazzled 
us on both the big and small 
screens for almost 20 years. 
From the tough-talking, no- 
nonsense cheerleader Isis in 
Bring It On to the scheming 
daughter of the beloved and 
bitchy Wilhelmina Slater on 
television’s Ugly Betty, she’s 
pretty well nailed being a 
woman in control. 

She’s been “the girl who’s 
got it all figured out and some¬ 
how can’t find a man, or the 
girl from the right side of the 
tracks with the boy from the 
wrong,” as she puts it. And her 
recent shifts in character are 
refreshing, albeit surprising, 
as we start to see a little “bad 
girl” emerge from one of the 
good girls. 

In the recent Tyler Perry’s 
Good Deeds, Union played 
Natalie, the perfect fiance to 
the staid and stoic Wesley 
Deeds — perfect, that is, until 
she hits the clubs for a night 
out with her BFF and gets 
herself unabashedly sloshed. 
Now, in Tim Story’s hilari¬ 
ous Think Like a Man,’’Union 
takes it a step further as Kris¬ 
ten, a woman forced to do 
exactly what the title suggests 
in order to get her boyfriend 
of nine years to propose. And 
part of that “male thinking?” 
Sprawling out on the bed 


smoking a bong and talking, 
of all things, existential time 
travel with her man. 

While she laughingly refers 
to her own history as a “per¬ 
son who really enjoys a good 
time”, according to Union, as¬ 
suming these character traits 
is all part of “reality” and 
something that, in Think Like 
a Man, she and co-star Jerry 
Ferrara “fought for” during 
filming as an important aspect 
to their on-onscreen relation¬ 
ship. “With some couples, this 
is reality,” she says. “You might 
get a little drunk with your 
girlfriend. You might smoke 
a spliff with your man and 
talk about time travel. Eveiy 
couple has to decide where’s 
the line in the sand. What are 
you willing to deal with or not 
deal with? In their relation¬ 
ship, weed was part of it. Ob¬ 
viously in my real life it is not.” 

Viewing the scene as one 
that gives the audience a sense 
of “why these two have been 
together nine years”, authen¬ 
ticity was important to both 
Ferrara and Union. And just 
how authentic was it? “We 
really wanted the smoke to be 
seen so you got what was hap¬ 
pening,” she lets on. “It was 
authentic smoke.”

Anthony Kiedis had a dream 
the other night. 

The 49-year-old frontman 
of the Red Hot Chili Peppers 
imagined that he was play¬ 
ing at this year’s Rock and 
Rock Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony, and the band’s on- 
again, off-again guitarist John 
Frusciante was sitting in the 
front row. 

Kiedis is quick to note that 
this vision won’t become a 
reality when the 29-year-old 
group is actually inducted 
Saturday. 

“No,” Kiedis said in a 
hushed tone during a break 
from rehearsing at SIR Stu¬ 
dios last month. “That was 
just a dream.” 

“I can’t speak for [Frus¬ 
ciante], but I think it’s lcinda 
like an ex-girlfriend vibe,” 
added 49-year-old bassist Flea. 

The current line-up of Flea, 


Kiedis, drummer Chad Smith 
and guitarist Josh Klinghof- 
fer will be honoured along 
with past bandmates like 
late founding member Hil- 
lel Slovak, the original Chili 
Peppers guitarist who died of 
a drug overdose in 1988, and 
Frusciante, who replaced Slo¬ 
vak and recorded five albums 
during his fluid tenure with 
the group. 

“We wouldn’t be here 
without [Slovak] because we 
wouldn’t have started with¬ 
out him,” said Flea. “For him 
to be honoured and recog¬ 
nized is a beautiful thing for 
us, not that we don’t honour 
and love him every day, but 
I feel great for him to go in, 
as well as John Frusciante, of 
course, who gave us so much 
and did some serious (explet¬ 
ive) rocking.”

to Gibson that was leaked 
to the Wrap. 

“‘I want that c—- gone!’

Even though I’ve been to 
amazing places around the 
wine world, I’m still sur¬ 
prised at the number of 
obvious hot spots I’ve never 
seen in real life. 

While travelling in 
Northern Italy this week, I 
found myself in Piedmont 
— home of high fashion, 
truffles and wines made 
with the nebbiolo grape. 
Sadly, nebbiolo rarely 
comes cheap with its two 
most famous offspring — 
the vino from Barolo and 
Barbaresco — commanding 
prices that start somewhere 
around $40 a bottle. 

That isn’t to say you 
can’t drink Piedmont on a 
budget. Though growing in 
nebbiolo’s shadow, barbera 
is the third most cultivated 
grape in Italy. Barbera typ¬ 
ically produces fruit-driven 
wines with vineyards in the 
Piedmontese sub-regions of 
Asti and Alba, its preferred 
geography. 

Though Asti is the same 
place the famous sweet 
sparkling wine comes from, 
Bersano’s 2009 Costalimga 
Barbera d’Asti ($11.95 - 
$14.99) is a full-bodied, yet 
seductive red that, while 
nowhere near the weight 
of a Barolo, still commands 
a dark fruited presence in 
the glass. I love this style 
of wine with earthier pasta 
sauces, prices reflect the

The pressure will be square¬ 
ly on the shoulders of the 
Halifax Mooseheads on Fri¬ 
day, according to Patrick 
Roy. 

The Mooseheads and 
their fans gained belief a 
comeback of historic pro¬ 
portions could actually be 
possible on Wednesday, 
when the Herd beat Roy’s 
Quebec Remparts 2-1 at the 
Metro Centre to cut their 
deficit in the QMJHL quar¬ 
ter-final series to 3-1. 

They host the Remparts 
for Game 5 on Friday at 7 
p.m. 

“They had no pressure 
(in Game 4) because there 
was no expectation.... Now, 
I guess their fans are going 
to expect them to win on 
Friday night,” said the Rem¬ 
parts head coach. “I’m sure 
they’re going to feel the 
pressure on Friday night. 
There’s going to be expecta¬ 
tions from their fans and 
from their organization to 
win and bring it back to 
Quebec.” 

When asked if the Rem¬ 
parts felt pressure to pre¬ 
vent the series from re¬ 
turning to Colisee Pepsi for 
the final two games, Roy 
didn’t answer directly, say¬ 
ing, “Every night we work 
to win. That’s what we want 
to do.” 


The Mooseheads played 
with urgency and compo¬ 
sure in Wednesday’s win. 

And they aren’t looking 
at Friday’s game any differ¬ 
ently. 

“It’s the same situation,” 
said Mooseheads head 
coach Dominique Ducha- 
rme.

Only three teams in 
QMJHL history have come 
back from 3-0 series defi¬ 
cits and won.
